LONDON, Ont., Jan. 4.—T wenty-five per- 
sons were killed and 150 injured by a portion 
of the City Hall floor giving way during an 
after-election meeting last night. When 
the election returns showed that the Con-' 
servatives had elected their candidate for 
Mayor, Dr. John D. Wilson, and had se- 
cured a majority in the Council, the vic- 
tors, with some 2,000 supporters, adjourned 
to the Otty Hall to listen to the promises 
or the newly elected executive, 

The hall was jammed to the doors. Peo- 
ple were standing in the windows, seats on 
the stairs and the floor of the ‘hall wae 
packed. The speeches had gone along for 
an hour, and about 10 o’clock the small 
platform on which the new Mayor and his 
Cabinet were seated was the center of at- 
traction, 

Barrister Richard Toothe was loudly 
called for, and despite many protestations 
on his part, was pushed forward. to the 
platform, 

Suddemy there was a crackling from the 
platform on which the speakers of the even- 
ing were seated. The platform geemed to 
pitch forward, the floor around it gave way 
and down through the floor 200 persons were 
hurled to death. Crashing down upon che 
heads of the doomed ones came a huge 
safe and an iron steam coil. Jagged beams 
and timbers from the broken floor were 
hurled down upon the mass of hu- 
manity. Seen from above, all seemed strug- 
gling for life, like the crew of a_ sinking 
vessel. Some of those least injured dragged 
themselves p° ‘fully to the walls and en- 


deavored to reach the floor from which they 
had fallen. Down in the pit lay scores of mo- 
tionless figures. Many lads, who had climbed 
behind the Mayor’s chairas a place of vant- 
age, were among the victims. 

Within twenty seconds the hall was 
cleared, and as a few white-faced specta- 
tors who had not rushed to the street strag- 
gled back into the hall and gazed down 
into the abyss the sight was terrible. Men 
cursed and prayed, wept and laughed in 
delirium of terror, all the while struggling 
to disentangle themselves from the network 
of beams and girders which surrounded 
them and crushed them to their doom. 

Fighting and struggling in the pit fran- 
tic men beat down those weaker, and made 
of their bodies a stepping-stone to safety. 
A couple of the cooler-headed, among them 
Alderman Robert Carrothers, a giant in 
stature, endeavored to restrain the frantic 
crowd. Bleeding from os wounds, his 
clothes torn and hanging from his, back 
Carrothers shouted for room, and refused 
to move until a boy who lay in front of him 
had been saved. Others showed equal 
heroism, but in general many thought 
only of themselves. 

The fall from the floor above the Mayor's 
office was about 2 feet. Tne weight of the 
falling mass crashed through the tlooce of 
the Mayor’s office, underneath, and through 
into the cellar. The greater portion of the 
dead were taken from tre cellar, having 
been instantly killed by the fall. The Fire 
Department, police and ambulance corps 
were quickly on the scene ana organized in 
the work of rescuer. 

The agijacent buildings were extempor'zed 
into hospitals and r-orgues. The committee 
rooms of the defeated canuidate for the may- 
oralty, just opposite the city hall, were 
brought into use, ind from all paris of the 
city doctors were hurried. The city hos- 
pitas were crow-led with the wounded. It 
was after midnight before any authorita- 
tive list of the dend could be secured. 
Then the worst fears hal been realize. 
The unfortunate comprised “he best-known 
men of the city, an] were of all classes. 
City Engineer Graydon stgtes that the 
cause of the accident was tHe break'ng of 
the heavy beam which ran beneath the 
floor almost at the center of the space 
which gave way. The beam broke in the 
center, throwing all the people standing 
within a large space into one mass. The 
engineer did’ not consider the ‘hal] dan- 
gerous, and says that the tremendous 
weight simply caused the beam to snap. 
The ¢nquest was begun to-day, but no 
evidence will be taken until after the funer- 
als of the victims. 


The hearing of the case of the Sedalia 
Board of Trade vs. Hugh Brady to recover 
$1,200 given to the defendant to be used in 
the interest of the capital removal amend- 
ment voted on at the November, 1896, elec- 
tion, was begun before Judge Klein in Di- 
vision No, 1 of the Circuit Court Tuesday 
morning. . 


The court-room had the appearance of a 
ward meeting. All the witnesses and most 
of the spectators were politicians and ward 
workers. Among the witnesses summoned 
were: . EF. Brady, Nicholas H. Griffin, 
Thomas J. Bradshaw, William J. Fiynn, 
John F. Roach, Isaac Conran, George Gon- 
zales and Pat J. Sullivan. All but one of 
these were members of the Democratic City 
Committee, and they were the men among 
whom Mr. Brady deposed he had divided 
the money to be used by them for the pur- 
poses it was given to him. A singular fea- 
ture was that all of these were subpoenaed 
by both sides. The other witnesses were: 
Robert Fox, Frank K. Ryan, A..C. Cantley, 
Edwin Harrison, Charles D. McLure, An- 
drew F. Blong,: James P. Farrell, Col. Ed 
Butler, who gave the $1,200 to Brady, and 
Senator Yeater of !Sedalia, who gave the 
money to Col. Butler. Just one woman was 
presenti in the court room and she looked 
very lonesome. 

Senator Yeater was on hand early, ac- 
cempanied by Sterling P. ond. Hugh 
Brady was the last to appear. He came in 
at 10:20 o'clock, after court was in séssion, 
but before his case was called. He was 
represented by Tom Rowe and E. A. B. 
Gapesche. John A. Blevins and Ae - 
O’Brien appeared for the Sedalia Board o? 
Trade. 

It was 10:45 before the motion docket was 
disposed of and the case of the Sedalia 
Board of Trade vs. Hugh J. Brady called, 
An ‘hour was then consumed .by counsel 
on both sides in questioning the jury panel 
of eighteen, from which the jury was to be 
selected, 

The jury finally agreed upon was as fol- 
tows: Samuel Blumenthal, Adolph Boeckler 
Benjamin Heitzman, Joseph P. Lill, Paul 
Pritzlaff, Harry L. Rask, William. A. 
Schroeder, Louis H. Scherman, Joseph 
Stunr, Charles Sumner, Jacob Wensler, 
Frank O. Foerster. 

Mr. Blevins opened the case by reading 
the petition of the plaintiff corporation. 

Shorn of its legal verbiage it simply set 
forth that on Oct. 28, 1896, under representa- 
tions made by defendant that as Chairman 
of the Democratic City Committee he could 
and would use h'‘s influence in the interest 
of the capital removal amendment, Charles 
IE. Yeater and Edward Butler had given him 
$1,200 to be, used in advertising and pay.ng 
the legitimate expenses incident to pushing 
‘tthe amendment; that defendant, Brady, had 
appropriated this money to his own use, 
whereupon this suit for the recovery of the 
monex, with interest from Oct. 28, 1896, was 
instituted. 

Mr. Garesche replied in a_e sentence 
that the defendant’s answer was a general 
derial. 

The question raised by the defense last 
week in a-demurrer setting forth that the 
Sedalia Board of Trade was not a char- 
tered corporation, and therefore could not 
sue or be sued, was dropped, Mr. Garesche 
stating that on investigation he had found 
the board was duly chartered. 

Mr. Blevins addressed the jury, outlining 
his case. The defense deferred ites reply. 

Then Mr. Garesche made another effort 
to have the case dismissed without a trial, 
on a technicality. 

His point was that Hugh Brady, as chair- 
man of the Democratic City Committee, oc- 
cupied only the position of a trustee, and 
that ae such a court of law had no power 
or jurisdiction to try the case. 

Judge Klein promptly overruled the ob- 
jection, stating that the petition made out 
a prima facie case; that it set forth that 
Hugh Brady had received certain moneys 
ior certain purposes. 

Mr. Grresche excepted to the ruling. He 
also asked for a formal ruling again on the 
demurrer introduced in December, setting 
forth that the suit was against public policy, 
as the money was to be used for corrupt 
purposes.

The North and South Rallway franchise 

trabbers may yet be defeated in their ef- 
orts to compel President Meier of the Coun- 
il to sign the North and South Railroad 
Jill, so that it may become a law. 

On the last decision day of the Court of 
Appeals two of the judges, Bond and Bland, 
reversed Judge Valliant when he denied the 
application for a writ of mandamus against 
President Meier to compel him to sign the 
bill; Judge Biggs dissented from the opinion 
of the other two and held that the writ 
should not be granted. The majority pre- 


vailed, however, and it looked as though the 
bill would have to be signed, after all. 

A motion for a rehearing was filed in the 
"ase and argued by brief. This motion has 
been overruled by the same two Judges 
who decided that President Meler must 
— the bill. 

Judge Biggs again dissents from ‘their 
opinion, and holds the authorities they cite 
jo not apply to the case at bar. He asks 
that it be certified up to the Supreme Court: 

“Under the rule a case can go up upon the 
request of any one of the Judges, so the 
whole subject is now reopened, and it will 
rest with the Supreme Court to decide 
whether Mr. Meier must sign the North 
and South Railroad bill. 


Judge Biggs, In his opinion, which sends 
the case to the Supreme Court, says: 

“It is conceded that in the performance 
of their official functions the legislative of- 
ficers of the Sfate are not subject to the 
control of the gourts. This necessarily fol- 
lows from thd reasoning of the Supreme 
Court in the case of State ex rel. Robb vs. 
Stoné. Counsel for the respondent insists 
hat the majority opinion in the present case 
s opposed to the decision of the Supreme

and the bill cannot become an ordinance 
without the signature of the President of 
the Council. 

“The contention that the Speaker exer- 
cises a legislative function by signing a 
bill is not tenabie. When he calls up a bill, 
suspends all other business that the bill 
may be read, and if no objections are made 
that he may sign it to the end that it may 
become an ordinance, and the bill is read 
and no objections are made by the Speaker 
or any member of the House, the functions 
of legislation on that bill in the Council are 
exhausted. How can it be said that the 
President, in signing a bill, exercises a 
legislative function when the duty is man- 
datory, as was held in State ex rel. ys. 
Meade, supra? A legislative act requires 
the exercise of judgment, volition and dis- 
cretion; a mandatory act is one which the 
party must do, is eompelied by law to do, 
for the same reason the act is not judicial, 
for it cannot be both judicial and manda- 
tory. Hence he cannot look behind the bill 
or t journal to determine for himself 
whether the charter has been complied with 
in the passage of the bill. In affixing his 
signature to the bill he is the attesting and 
certifying officer of the Council. The sig- 
nature of the presiding officers of the two 
Houses, with the approval of the Mayor 
indorsed thereon, is made the evidence of 
the fact that the bill has passed the two 
houses, received the approval of the Mayor 
and is an ordinance and no further authen- 
tication or evidence of the fact {8 required. 
The purpose subserved by his signature is 
to attest and authenticate. This he must 
do when the Council passes a bill and 
whenever he refuses to perform this min- 
isterial duty mandamus is the appropriate 
remedy.

The Scientific American describes a new diving 
dress, known as the Buchanan-Gordon diving dress, 
patented in-Australia and just tried with great 
success on the Clyde.

The 
sentiment was that the league should not 
onl continue to keep a sharp eye on 
racing, but that it should be even more 
strict than it had been. One of them put 
the case in this way: 

“When the L. A. W. abandons racing it 
will do much to deal a death blow to the 
sport. Under the auspices of the organiza- 
tion bicycle racing has come to the front 
as one of the most exciting pastimes and 
sports in the country. It has the confi- 
dence of the public and the sport has been 
honestly conducted. It would be a fatal 
mistake for both the league and racing if 
the two should be separated. If any syn- 
dicate should get control] of racing, it might 
make money fora time, but would, in time, 
I am convinced, kill the sport.’

BYRNES HOME RUN 


THE LITTLE PRESIDENT OF THE 
BROOKLYN CLUB DIES 
THIS MORNING. 


HIS DEATH NOT UNEXPECTED. 


He Was the Man Who Bought the Re- 
leases of Foutz, Caruthers and 
Bushong Erom St. Louis. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Charles H. Byrne, 
who was president of the Brooklyn Base 
Ball Club, died tn this city this morning. 

Death was due to a complication of dis- 
eases. Mr. Byrne had been unconscious 
since Monday of last week and death had 
been expected. 

The history of modern base ball is con- 
temporaneous with the active life of 
Charles H. Byrne and to him has been given 
the credit for many of the features of the 
game which have given it its national char- 
acter. Mr. Byrne received his education at 
St. Francis Xavier’s College. After gradu- 
ation he engaged as a newspaper reporter. 
In 1883 he branched out as a ‘base ball man- 
ager, aS a member of the firm of Byrne, 
Taylor & Co., which organized the Brook- 
lyn Base Ball team and entered the Inter- 
State Ledgue. _ 

The Brooklyn Club joined the American 
Association in 1884. Mr. Byrne caused a 
sensation in 1885 when, having associated 
himself with Messrs, Abell and Doyle, he 
purchased the entire Cleveland League 
team, paying therefor the sum of $10,009, 
Byrne also secured Collins of Louisville 
and Burns of Baltimore, two crack outfield- 
ers. Even with this aggregation Byrne 
was not successful and in 1886 he bought 
out the entire Metropolitan team. 

This deal was quickly followed by the pur- 
chase of Dave Foutz, Bushong and Bob Ca.- 
ruthers from the St. Louis team for $20,000, 

Byrne's liberality and enterprise were re- 
warded by securing the pennant of the 
American Association in’ 1889, 

After this the Brooklyn club joined the 
League, when the Brotherhood revolt broke 
out. By his honesty and enterprise Mr. 

3yrne made the American Association a 
power, and forced the National League to 
meet it half way in consolidation agree- 
ment, 


THE BOSTONIANS’ NEW OPERA. 


The overture is an excellent index to 
music, but not to the libretto of “‘The Sere- 
nade,”’ the Bostonians’ new opera, presented 
last night at the Century for the first time 
in St. Louis. It is a medley of jubilantiy 
churchly music, martial melodies and the 
gay dance measures of old Spain and 
through it all there is a thread of human 
love and passion.

4 GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


All the Cities Should Take Hold, Says 
President Jesse, and Make 
It a Success. 


Prof. R. H. Jesse, President of the State 
University, came from Columbia, Mo., Tues- 
day to. attend a meeting of the delegation 
appointed by the Governor to represent Mis- 
sour! at the Omaha Exposition. He was 
under the {mpression that the meeting 
would be held Tuesday morning, but finding 
no other delegates had arrived at 10 o'clock; 
he went out to Washington University and 
will remain until Wednesday. 

The professor is enthusiastic over the 
prospect of demonstrating to the West and 
Northwest the resources of this State and 
believes that with the principal cities inter- 
ested and active there can be such an ex- 
hibit at Omaha as Missouri has never made 
at an exposition. 

The business men of St. Louis, Kansas 
City, St. Joseph, Springfield, Hannibal and 
Sedalia, in his opinion, could not better ad- 
vertise the advantages of this State than 
to take the subject financially into consid- 
eration. In fact, this must be done if any- 
abe 8 is to be accomplished that will be 
worthy the name and the fame of Muis- 
souri. 

“It was a great mistake on the part of 
our last General As«embly,” said State 
Senator Hohenschild of Rolla, “in falling to 
appropriate money for our proper repre- 
sentation at Omaha. There was a hue and 
cry about a probable deficit in the State 
revenues, an empty treasury and all that 
sort of thing, which resulted 4n frightening 
the conservative legislators into connip- 
tions. That's why we couldn’t get money 
appropriated for the Omaha Exposition, 
but surely the business ‘men of our lead- 
ing cities will not neglect so great an op- 
portunity.”’

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WILLIAM MARTIN’S BODY AT THE 
MORGUE AND ELIJAH 
HOLMES IN A CELL. 


THE SEQUEL TO A QUARREL. 


the Affair From That Re- 
lated by Others. 


| William Martin, colored, was shot and 
killed at 1 o'clock Tuesday morning by 
Elijah Holmes, colored, in front of 111 South 
Tenth street. 

The men were next-door neighbors, and a 
quarrel growing out of their proximity, says 
Holmes, who has been arrested, is the cause 
of the killing. 

At the tinie of the shooting Sergt. Dawson 
and Policeman Degnan were at Ninth and 
Market streets. They heard the shot and ran 
to the locality, but could ste no signs of a 
conflict. They went from house to house, 
but no one knew where the shot was fired. 
As he was leaving a house Degnan stumbled 
across a man’s body. It was lying face down- 
ward in the shadow of the house, and was 
s.ill warm, though lifeless. 

The Sergeant and the policeman called an 


ambulance, In the meantime a crowd gath- 
ered, among them Edward Martin, who iden- 
tifled the dead man as his brother. The body 
was taken to the Dispensary, where Dr. 
Thompson said Martin had been shot 
through the heart. 

From Mrs. Washington, who lives in the 
rear of 111 South Tenth street, the police 
learned that Martin and Holmes had at- 
tended a dance which she had given earlier 
in the evening. The two men quarreled ana 
both left. Holmes went first, and was seen 
standing behind a telegraph pole on the 
sidewalk when Martin departed. 

Acting on this clew and obtaining a de- 
scription of Holmes from other colored per- 
sons at the dance, the police searched for 
him several hours, Finally Sergeants Daw- 
60n and Wileon and Policeman Lawson 
found him at 1697 Chestnut street. 

Martin lived with his brother and sister 
on the third floor of 111 South Tenth street. 
He was 22 years old and employed in a 
tobacco factory. Holmes ig a tall, black, 
athletic negro, 25 years old. When ar- 
rested Tuesday morning he readily admit- 
ted the shooting, but declared he had acted 
in self-defense. His version of the affair 
ls ag follows: 

“I hot home about 1 o’clock, and a few 
minutes later me and my wife etarted a 
little quarrel. It was just one of those fam- 
ily quarrels, and didn’t amount to much. 
We were not annoying anybody in the 
that woman alone.’ I didn’t think it was 
sitting with my back to the front door when 
I heard somebody-outside holler: ‘Leave 
that woman alone. I didn’t think it was 
meant for me. I thought there was some- 
body beating a woman outside. 

“All of a sudden the door was broken 
open and this man Martin rushed in. He 

Pe mean you. Leave that woman 


so I 

him to go and not interfere. He 

jumped back, put his hand to his pocket, 

and pulled his gun half way out and said, 
“Yes, 1 will; I'll kill you.’ 

“I thought he was go'ng to shoot me, 
and I grabbed my gun, which was on the 
dresser. and shot him just once. He 
wheeled around, backed down the front 
steps and walked over to the next house, 
and leaned against the wall. I watched 
him, and the last thing I heard him say 
was ‘Ill kill you for this yet.’ Then he 
fell down, and I got out of the house. 

“TI was going to give myself up at the 
Four Courts, but I took a walk up to see a 
irl I knew at 1617 Chestnnt street, Jennie 

nn, and sat there awhile, Intending to 
wait till daylight to give myself up. I was 
arrested there.”’ 

Holmes is a cook, but has been working 
at' odd jobs anywhere for the last few 
weeks. He said he had never had any 
trouble with the dead man  0~before and
